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14. The aeroplane circled ond after clearing some trees 
to.the West, crashed In open ground at Hap Reference 
125649, Sheet 8D/6, France 1:5.0,000, ST. VALERY-EN-CAUX, ^ 
The time of the crash was 1100 hours, French time. On 
orashing, the aeroplane broke into .two main portions 
.whj.ch came tp rest about 30 yards apart, on either side 
of. a country lane. The lane in question is shown by a 
broken red line on the map and leads in a curve North¬ 
west from THE MAIRIE at LONGUEIL to the crest of the hii: 
v/here the crash .occurred. Towards the crest of the hill, 
the lane, ns it continues East, has low banks on either 
side of it which, become hirher as tho lane proceeds. 

Smaller portions of tho machine were scattered round the 
area of the lane, some of then in tho lane. After crash? 
ing, the machine caught fire and ammunition exploded. 



15. In the crash, two cows ware killed ond a "third 
injured, their bodies lying in, or partially in, the 
lane noar the nnin portions of the machine.

16.. The machine was seen and its course followed by a 'w 
number of French civilians, some of vdaom were working in 
the. fi-olds close to the place Where the crash occurred. 


17. . There were two American airmen still in the air¬ 
craft when It crashed. One of them was found a few 
minutes later lying in the sunken lane between the two 
mein portions of tho ooroplnne. This airman was never 
seen to move by any witness and there is no direct 
evidence to show whether ho was alive or doad after, the 
crash. One witness, howevor, testifies to having.heard 
an airman speak and. If this oviaonco is correct, ’.other 
evidenco points to the- speaker having been this airman. 
Examination of the body .on 11 October 1944 showed a small 
calibre bullet wound in the neck by which the vertebrae 
had been shattered. This airman has not boon identified. 

18. The second airman v:ns seen almost simultaneously 
by" four of the French civilians In the adjoining fields 
and by two, or possibly three, Gorman soldiers v/ho had 
run up from n farm about 100 metres nwny. This oiman 
was sitting on the southern bank of the lane between the 
two main portions of the aircraft, holding his head In 
his hands and swaying. 

19. V<hen he saw the airman, ono of the Gorman soldiers 
after stopping back a pace or two and, according to the ^ 
evidence of on -t witness, after a briof conversation with 
the socond German soldier, raised tho riflo he was carry 
ing and firod two shots from a distance of about 12 yard 

in the direction of the airman. At the shots, the airman 
who was sitting on tho bank foil forward into the lane 
and lay there without further noticeable movement. 

20. The German who fired those shots was GEFEEITER 
FRITZ ASCHHITAT, 13 Company of Grorodiars, Field post 
number 13958. The Company, or a detachment of It, had 
been stationed at LONGUEIL since January 1944 and was 
commanded by Lieutenant KETTERER, v/ho was stationed with 
another detachment at BLCSSEVILLE. Lieutenant KETTERER 
had under him, to assist him in the command of tho two 
detachments at LORGUEIL and BLOSSEVILLE, two non-commiss* 
ioned officers named HALMUT HALBACH and ALPBCNSE BRACHAUi ^ 


21, The socond Gorman who accompanied ASCHJ.ITAT was 
GEFREITER JOSEPH SOSSHA, of the same company, a Polo. 
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22. Y»ithin half nn hour after the time when the aero¬ 
plane crashed and# according to the ovidqncje of one wit- 
■inea&'i again some two hours later, LIEUTENANT (or OBER- 
'LIEUTENANT)' KETTERER shooks hands with ASCHtflTAT, as 
though congratulating hlnU. • 

: 23. Some two hours after the shooting, ASCHMITAT was- 
heard ; boasting In the presence of SOSSNA that, on SOSSNA' 
••Instructions, he had shot'the American airmen. SOSSNA'die 
. not contradict him.

24. Within a period of 10 minutes after this first 

: shooting, OBERLIEUPEDANT SCHROER, commanding a German 
.Company which had arrived at LONGUEIL from PARIS during 
the night of 23/24 June 1944, fired two shots from n 
revolver-into the airman, who had boon sitting on the 
bonk, from a distance of about 12 feot. This shooting 
was seen, by a witness who wa's about 9 feet from the air¬ 
man. 

25. Within a few minutes of this second shooting, the 
same airman was examined by Dr. RAYMOND TKELU, who found 
that the airman was still living and breathing. The air¬ 
man died a few minutes afterwards. Ee was Identified by 
Dr. TKELU as GEORGE L. ROTE, 0813064 T43 44A, from a 
wrist watch bearing this name and number which Dr TKELU 
found on the body and removed for safe custody. 

26. Examination of the body of GEORGE L. ROTH on 11 
October 1944 showed that he had sustained four wounds, 

‘namely, three bullet wounds in the head and.-a lacerating 
wound in the right armpit, which might have been caused 
either by a bullet or by the airman striking something 
when the aeroplane crashed. 

27. Both airmen wore stripped by the Germans of their 
outer clothing and boots and, with the exception of a 
wrist watch which Dr THELU took from tho body of ROTH 
while attending to him, wore deprived of all they had on 
them, including their identity discs, with the exception 
of their underclothing and socks.

28. -A German soldier nemed OEERGEFREITER EENhY BITCH 
belonging to ASCELITAT’s company was seen in possession 
of a travelling bag taken from one or other of the air¬ 
men. According to one witness, BITCH was also in 
possession of a v/rist watch taken from the unidentified 
airman; but another witnoss says that it wes SOSSNA who 
had this watch. Tho witnoss CARPENTIER testifies that 
ASCHKITAT had taken n fcmrse with money in it. 

29. Eoth airmen wetpo burled by local French civilians 
at LCNGUEIL Cemetery.-’ . 

30. LIEUTENANT, later OBERLIEUTEhANT RUSCH, stationed 
at QUIBERVILLE and commanding a company stationed at 
QUIBERVILLE and at BOURG-DUN, the Field post number of 
which is 189530, was at TEE fcAIRIE.at LONGUEIL at the 
time of the crash cm.d remained there for some '10 

• minutes. Ho then, in oil probability, went to' the scene. 
In v/hich case ho would have arrived there 20 to 30

REASONS FOR FINDINGS 
by, Lt.Col. fe'.J.S, MCDONALD, KEKBER . 

39. While in agreement as to the statement of facts, 
and in the result, I should like, especially as the 
Court is not unanimous- in. its finding with respect to 
the responsibility of LIEUTENANT KETTEKER, to express 
some additional reasons for concurrence. 

There are some facts which have been well establish¬ 
ed by the evidence, and with respect to which no conflict 
appears. These are;

(5*)) That GEFLEHER FRITZ ASCHUITAT shot, with at 
least one of these bullets, the aviator ROTH. 

(6) That the German officer (SCEKCER) shot dead 
the aviator ROTH and 'possibly also the un¬ 
identified airman-, who we're both lying helpless 
on the ground at ; thp time-L ,- t 

(7) That GEFREITER JOSEPH SOSSNA accompanied 
ASCHLITAT ort his mission, and^participated in 
it by encouraging or ordering him to shoot the 
said aviator,-and that ho subsequently took 
and also Claimed cr.e'dit, 'in. the course of con¬ 
versations, for the said killing, or killings. 


That two Allied aviators crashed in territory 
held by the enemy; and were as a consequence 
dazed or injured. : While they were in this 
condition, apparently unarmed, and making no 
effort to resist or escape, one (ROTH) or both 
were deliberately shot dead by certain enemy 
personnel. 

That a total of four and possibly five bullet 
wounds were found on the bodies of the two 
aviators. One body (ROTH's) had threO-and a 
further doubtful injury in the armpit that 
might or might hot have been caused by a bullet 
wound, while the other (unidentified) had one. 

That three of the definitely determined bullet 
wounds penetrated ROTE's brain and each would 
in all liklihood have proved fatal, while the 
fourth found on the unidentified airman did 
cause his immediate death. 

That four shots were fired, two by ASCHMITAT 
(and SOSSNA) and two by the officer (SCHROER).

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and the denunciation of the culprit by court martial 
or otherwise, bo os to disassociate themsolves from 
the act which otherwise in military practice is to be 
taken as their own. On the contrary here the offender 
is rewarded with the repeated public congratulations 
of his superior and responsible officer. 

51. To suggest that this handshaking is not on un¬ 
equivocal act is a matter of defence. We are concerned 
here with the existence of a primo facie cose. As a 
matter of practical army experience, however, this 
repeated congratulation, the first occasion being on the 
spot and almost immediately following the murder, can 
hove only one significance. That ipn Innocent explonotioi 
does exist, does not appear from cnything in the 
evidence, and is so remote a possibility as to be 
ignored here. 

52. W'hat then is the officers' legal responsibility 
on these facts ? In-criminal law, one can in certain 
circumstances be held guilty of the offense itself, 
ns an accessory after the fact, if one has 

"assisted the felon to evade Justice (knowing he 
has committed n felony) either by comforting, 
hiding or otherwise actively assisting him or 
opposing his apprehension" etc. 

53. It would seem that. If that is sufficient to 
determine the guilt of one having no direct duty of 
custody, apprehension or punishment, how much greater 
must bo the responsibility hero. This officer, having 
command and control of tho culprit, not only foils in 
his duty of apprehension and punishment, but far from 
that actually commands him and holds him up as an 
example for others under his command to follow. 

54. If an officer issued orders for the employment 
of such methods of warfare, or countenanced or openly 
condoned, approved and adopted such corduct, he is 
more to blam9 for the murders than the Junior NCO, who, 
octing under such orders or seeking the approval of 
his superiors, actually commits the offense. The 
officer is the one person who above all else should 

be punished. All these facts being present, I am not 
disposed to conjure up imaginary excuses with respect 
to this officer, which may assist him to escape trial; 
or the Justice which all concerned will receive at the 
trial, if he In fact is not guilty. 

55. ‘ As to tho third officer, I agree that, 
reprehensible though his conduct was,’foot being in 
command of tho two culprits, he cannot legally be 
held directly or indirectly responsible for the 
muidors. 

SEC. III. RECOUHEi-LATINS 

56. (a) The Court recommends that, on due time 

and occasion, the said GEFREITER FhITZ 
ASCR&ITAT, GEFREITER JOSEPH SOSSUA and 
OBERLIEUTEHAHT SCRROER bo brought to trial 
for tho murder of the American airman GEORGE 
L. RlTII in the neighbourhood of LCNGUEIL 
on 24 June 1944.

59. In view of the possibility suggested by the circum¬ 
stances of this cose that instructions hed been Issuod 

by tho German military authorities under which the 
district came, that Allied, airmen'should"be shot, the 
court recommends that all-possible steps should be 
token, by the .interrogation of Gorman prisoners of war 
and othorwise -and by the exploitation of such sources 
of Information os may become available on tho teminat- 
lon of hostilities, to determine whether such an order 
in fact existed and, if so, who was responsible for 
making it.

The head and face showed no abnormality exter¬ 
nally. There was no evidence of singeing of hair 
nor burns of the face. On the left side of the O' 

neck there was a bullet wound one-quarter of an 
inch in diameter. This was directed slightly 
upwards and inwards. This wound lay behind tho 
posterior edge of the sterno-maatoid muscle at the 
level of the cricoid cartilage. Tho bullet track 
passed back of tho jugular vein and common 
carotid artery and penetrated the cervical ver¬ 
tebrae. Tho second, third and fourth cervical 
vertebrao wore shattered. There v;us an exit 
wound in the right side of the neck three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter one inch behind the apex 
of the mastoid process.
